tornado and not until the second Sunday after the 
disaster was this work turned over to the Red 
Cross.

AIMS TO REVIVE 


ART OF TRIBES 


Designs Passed Down from 


Generation to Generation 
Will Be Used in Work 


BY FREDEBIC J. HASKlV. 


\ Washington, D. C.—The bureau of 
Indian affairs, has recently decided to 
undertake the revival and stimulation 
of 
the native arts of 
the Pueblo 


Indians in New Mexico. 
Particular 


stress is to be laid upon ^mbroidery 
which art has almost been lost among 
these tribes. 
While no definite plan 


has as yet been devised, the first step 
will be the appointment of a s\>per 
visor of native art. 
Her exclusive 


duties will consist of encouraging the 
Indians, both adults and minors, in 
practicing their native arts. 


For some time people 
who 
have 


worked or lived among the Indians 
have found 
that members 
of the 


younger generation are- inclined to 
be a little ashamed' of their native 
arts. 
They strive to copy the de 


signs and types of work done b> 
their white brothers. 
They do not 


realize that the art of their fathers 
has a distinction and dignity winch 
far surpass many of 'those they trj 
to imitate. 


PROVED ABILITY 


A woman who has lived among the 


Pueblos for several years and has won 
the confidence and friendship of the 
Indians tells the story of a small 
Indian girl to whom she gave~a piece 
of wheat sack with the suggestion 
that she embroider something there- 
on. A few days later the child brought 
back the material and she had put on 
it the design of a bunny. It was so 
well done that it displayed decided 
talent^. 
This woman sa:id 
"Why 


don't you take another piece now. and 
embroider on it your thunderbird'Z. 
While the bunny is very good, your 
race has.so many things that are 
so distinctly native It seems too bad 
not to'use them." *

The child took the second piece 'of 


material and in a day or so brought 
it in with a thunderbird embroider- 
ed upon it.

All confusion as to such a situa- 


tion will be erased

bered that a run can never score on 
a double play 'in which the third out 
is a force play or a play in which the 
batsman fails to leach first base. 


A force play can only be made when 


a baserunner legally loses the right 
to the base he occupies by reason of 
the batter becoming a baserunner 
and he is thereby forced to advance 
to make room for him. 


The play that makes 
the

confusion relative to a double play 
that retires the side, is the one in 
which, with more than one runner 
on the bases and one out, the bats- 
man hits a long fly on which there 
is a difference of opinion on the part 
of the runners as to whether it will 


> caught. 
The play invariably comes up with 


The run- 
ner on third holds his base,
